CAMBRIDGE 

In Cambridge, where a license for a 
dog track already has been granted and 
uphelri by tlie new state racing com- 
missioner, several Protestant clergymen 
yesterday joined Catholic priests who 
have previously denounced it. The 
Cantabrigia Club, Cambridge woman s 
club, also announced ye.sterday it had 
voted unanimously in opposition to dog 
tracks. The statements of the ministers 
were: 

THE REV. RAYMOND CALKINS, 
minister of the First Church, Congre- 
gational—There is no greater duty for 
any man than to combat the rising 
tide of worldliness and recklessness, 
and to oppose tlie present demand for 
cheap excitement and vulgar amuse- 
ment. If dog racing comes to Cam- 
bridge, Cambridge gets about what it 
deserves, since the majority favored 
this abominable exhibition. There is 
no one but ourselves to blame. 
THE REV. WILLIAM M. MACNAIH, 
minister of the Prospect SUeet Con- | 
gregatlonal Church, in a talk to the 
men's class — Not one reason has been 
given by any one why this gambling 
proposition should be foisted on Cam- 
bridge, while on the other hand 
thousands of citizens have protested 
Vigorously to the coming of this de- 
moralizing sport. It Is contrary to 
the spirit and teachings of the Bible. 
The Bible teaches men to build up 
character and society according to 
the divine plan. From every point of 
view, this dog racing-gambling propo- 
sition should be opposed because it is 
bad for the community, bad for lousi- 
ness, bad for the patrons, and I will 
dare to affalrm that it is bad for the 
promoters. Watch where they end. 
THE REV. C. LESLIE GLENN, pastor 
of Christ church, Cambridge, speaking 
informally before his regular sermon 
at the evening service last night ex- 
pressed his disapproval of racing and 
gambling of all sorts and declared 
himself opposed to dog-racing in 
Cambridge. He added that he was 
speaking merely as a private citizen. 

BOSTON 

THE KEV. DK. REX S. CLEIMENTS, 
1 pastor ol the ChUTCh ol the Covenant, 
1 Presbyterian, in a sermon — No Chris- 
Itlan citizens can be indifferent to 
Ithe current dog racing proposals in 
I Massachusetts. This so-called sport 
1 contains not one element of true 
I sportsmanship. It is a barbaric spec- 
Itacle. It is promoted by men who 
Iseelt to make money in an easy way 
Ifrom those who cannot afford to lose 
lit. The time has come for our 
[citizens to express their opinion of 
[some of the things taking place in 
lour State House. If you believe that 
I Massachusetts should remain among 
Ithe civilized states, you should write 
lor telegraph the State House. Do not 
Iwrite to the racing commission. 
■Rather write to the one man who is 
Iresponsible for whatever happens In

the moral sense of the community, 
and even taking bread from the 
mouths of children and clothes from 
their backs? 

THE REV. MILFORD R. FOSHAY, 
pastor of the East Baptist Church, 
Lynn — The furore over dog racing in 
this state should arou.se public senti- 
ment in opposition to such a measure 
as to make the evils of it so evident 
that it cannot long continue. The 
situation does not seem a debatable 
one. Tlie best sentiment of the press 
as well as educational and religious 
leaders, have united to make the 
mania — for it is little less than that — 
most unworthy and unpopular. 

THE REV. CHESTER H. HOWE, pas- 
tor of the Washington Street Baptist 
Church, Lynn — When a boy loads up 
on green apples, it is not long be- 
fore he wishes he hadn't eaten them. 
Massachusetts has loaded up on gam- 
bling, and Ls beginning to be upset. 
Before long, the people of the Bay 
state will wish they had never voted 
to legalize this rotten mess. 

THE REV. WILLIAM W. mSE, pastor 
of the First Universalist Church, 
Lynn — It Is a deplorable form of gam- 
bling and operated by a class wliich 
can be described in no other way than 
racketeers. Things are bad enough 
now with horse racing, without adding 
dogs to the so-called calendar of 
sports. 

THE REV. DR. HENRY M. LAW- 
RENCE, pastor of the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Lynn, in a sermon 
yesterday morning — Only four months 
ago we were called upon to vote on a 
referendum on rf.cing. It is a lament- 
able fact that the casting into the 
discard of moral standards is .evidence 
of the lowest state that the public 
conscience lias known in a generation. 
Now that dog racing is to be pro- 
moted in the same localities that voted 
to legalize it, there is a clamor about 
the undesirable rabble that will be at- 
tracted to thesr nei.Thborhood.s, If 
the outcry were evidence of an awak- 
ening of tlie public conscience one 
might feel that tliere is promise of a 
more wholesome public life; but if 
the only interest stii-red is a desire to 
sweep the dirt into some neighbor's 
yard, the hope of a better common- 
wealth is slight. 

MATvDEN 

THE REV. WILLIAM H. DUVALL, 
pastor of the Linden Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, Maiden, in a prelude to 
the morning sermon — The racing of 
dogs is one of the worst rackets in 
the land today. The Inhuman treat- 
ment of the dogs alone should be 
enough t,o make right-thinking people 
protest against it. The town of 
Methuen voted against dog racing 
and has had a track thrust upon it. 
The same may happen here. Gambling 
of any kind is bad, but often in other 
places this alleged sport has been 
detrimental to the young people of 
the community. Nine out o: 10 times, 
they not only lost their worldly goods 
but likewise their reputation. (At 
the conclusion of the service, the 
congregation voted unanimously to 
oppose dog racing.)

WILLIAM NICHOLL, pas- 
tor of the First United Presbyterian 
Church, Quincy, at the forenoon ser- 
vice yesterday — The moral effect of 
dog racing on the youth of the city 
makes It the lowest form of sport 
known to man. It drains money from 
the pockets of men who cannot afi 
ford to gamble. It increases the wel- 
fare rolls when men spend their 
money in gambling at the dog track. 
Instead of spending it for the needs 
at liome. 

THE REV. DR. CLARENCE H. 
FRANK, pastor of the WoUaston Bap- 
tist Church and president of the 
Quincy Ministers' Association, speak- 
ing at the Wollaston Methodist Epis- 
copal Church last night— Dog racing 
utterly demoralizes the youth of the 
city I urge parents to protest dog 
racing in any form. Not only is dog 
racing a cruelty Xo the animals, but 
it Is a menace to the people in the 
community and resident.s In the vi- 
cinity of the dog track. It cultivates 
gambling, weakens the character of 
our youth, and destroys the quietness 
and simplicity of home life. 

EAST BOSTON 

THE REV. C. B. YINGER. rector of 
St. Andrew's Episcopal Church. East 
Boston— I am opposed to dog racing 
and horse racing. Both are inhumane. 
Racing has features which are bad 
for our people. The sites of these 
tracks, if you will notice, are in the 
poorer section of the city. ■ 

THE REV. S. L. ELBERPIELO, min- 
ister of liie Church of Our Father. 
Unitarian, East Boston— I never saw 
a dog race but there is no demand 
for It here In East Boston. Dog rac- 
ing does not rise to the dignitv of 
sport. I can't see where It will bene- 
fit any community anywhere.

LAURENCE L. BARBER, 
pastor of Orthodox Congregational 
church, in a sermon at the morning 
service— I know that I am voicing 
the feelings of thousands of my fel- 
, low-citizens In Arlington when I say 
that we are unalterably oppo.sed to 
the dog racing proposal elsewhere in 
the state and more especially in Cam- 
bridge. First, because of its inherent 
cruelty and neighborhood nuisance. 
Second, because of notorious evils as- 
.sociated with dog racing wherever 
permitted. Third, because criminal 
names hare been linked with this in 
other places and are already being 
whispered here. And finally, becau.-e 
we know this means lower moral 
standards for the community and 
state. We shall, therefore, fight It to 
the end. 
THE REV. GORDON E. BIGELOW. 
pastor of Trinity Baptist Church, in 
a sermon — One of the most alarming 
nuisance which Is sweeping the coun- 
sigiis of these times is the gambling 
try. It Is the philosophy of getting 
.something for nothing. Thase who 
are concerned with strengthening the 
moral fibre of our community for the 
good of children, as well as for their 
parents, .should take a stand against 
this insidious force of betting on dog 
racing and horse racing.

I can see no objection 
to dog racing if it is operated as a 
clean and wholesome sport. In fact, 
cat racing would be all righi if they 
removed objectionable features.

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Cole'-s Resignation 



Tlie circumstances that inspired the res- 
ignation of Gen. Charles H. Cole as chair- 
man of the racing commission constituted 
additional evidence of a determination by 
Governor Curley to exercise dictatorial con- 
trol of this commonwealth. 

The governor and Cole clashed first on 
tlie order of the governor for the dismissal 
of Lawrence J. IJresnahan as assistant secre- 
tary of tlie commission. The other com- 
missioners voted as the governor wished and 
removed Bersnahau and also voted to give 
his job to a man of Curley's choice. 

Next the commisglrTn Was notified by one 
of the governor's secretaries that all appoint- 
ments to the slafi" of the commission would 
be filled through the governor's office. This 
notice was a last straw and Cole resigned 
Ijccausc, he said, to continue on the commis- 
sion under the conditions laid down by the 
governor meant to assume responsibility 
without authority. 

In his letter of resignation he pom ted out 
that no charges were made against Bres- 
nahan, that no hearing was granted him, and 
that he did not receive tlie customary week's 
notice of dismissal. The governor's pro- 
cedure against Bresnahan, in our opinion, 
clearly identifies his strategy and purpose. 
Bresnahan is not a member of the Curley 
wing of tlie Democratic party. Cole was 
Curley's opponent in the primarj' for the 
Democratic nomination for the governor- 
ship and therefore obviously not an official 
readily susceptible to Curley's influence. 
Both Cole and Bresnahan, and particu- 
larly Cole, because he was the more prom- 
inent, inevitably became objectives of Cur- 
ley's drive for power. The other members 
of tlie racing conmiission have dem- 
onstrated that they are docile. When the 
governor ordered tlic removal of Bresnahan 
he really was tlirowing a stone at two bhds, 
because the act was bound to make Cole's 
position almost intolerable. Hie assump- 
tion by his office of appointing all members 
of the commission's staff completed the job 
on Cole. . 

And Curley has made himself dictator of 
another important commission and has ad- 
vanced his campaign for supreme authority 
over administrative offices. After this cam- 
paign has been completed we may expect to 
see him endeavor to develop a Legislature

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Flaw in State Budget 



Oondemning Gov. Curley's pro- 
posal for more clerical help In the 
•xecutlve offices and for purchase 
of $100,000 CCC camp site the Wor- 
cester Telegram aptly bays of the 
Curley budget: 

"Whatever Its technical vir- 
tues, It has, to our mind, one 
grievous flaw. It ciills for the 
expenditure ot $3,000,000 more 
than the Ely budget called for a 
years ago. And that, we hold, is 
Bome flaw at a time when public 
revenues are ebbing for the 
very painful reason that pri- 
Tate from which the public rev- 
enue must be snatched, are 
ebbing too." 

Taxpayers all over the common- 
■wealth will echo this view of the 
matter. The joint ways and means 
committee has Indlcrted that it 
does not Intend to go all the way 
with Gov. Curley's free-spending 
tendencies. If it follows the wish 
of those who will have to pay, It 
win give short shrift to all pro- 
posals for free spending. Ta.xpay- 
•ri cannot bear the burden of such 
free-handedness much longer. We 
cannot forever go on mortgaging 
th« future. It Is no time for ex- 
panding budgets. Liko taxpayers' 
ke taxpayers' salaries and incomes, 
salaries and Incomes, fiey should 
b« ieverely cut.

This requires 200 acres, designed by nature that there must be a straight- 
away down the center of 1360 feet with a width of 815 for a mile track.

Dissatisfaction with two phases of 
Gov. Curley's administration was pub- 
licly voiced yesterday in the Senate by 
two of his election supporters, Senators 
Thomas M. Burke of Dorchester and 
Joseph A. langone, Jr., of the North 
end. 

Disappointed at the failure of the 
administration to make any progress 
toward fulfilling the campaign promise 
to provide work and wages for the un- 
employed, Senator Burke offered a bill ^ 
for a $5,000,000 bond issue to establish 
an emergency work fund. 

HITS AT McSWEENEY 

Senator Langone denounced Gov. 
Curley's appointment of Eugene M. Mc- 
Sweeney as police commissioner of Bos- 
ton, during a speech he made against 
the motion to recall from the Gover- 
nor's office two enacted bills which 
would give civil service protection at 
once to Supt. Martin H. King and Dep- 
uty Supts. James McDevitt, John M. 
Anderson, William W. Livingston and 
James R. Claflin. 

The Burke bill would authorize the 
expenditure of $5,000,000 by the public 
Mxuks department for constniction proj- 
ects that would furnish immediate em- 
ployment for the idle. It was referred 
to the rules committee on a question 
of admission to the Legislature for con- 
sideration. 

"Up to this moment." Burke declared, 
"nothing has been done by this ad- 
ministration to provide jobs for the 
unemployed although it was swept into 
office on a work and wages program." 
Langone's blast at the Governor's ap- 
pointment of Commissioner McSweeney 
was provoked by the motion of Senator 
James C. Scanlan of Somerville, Demo- 
cratic floor leader, to recall the two 
police bills from the Governor's office 
as a means of giving the executive de- 
partment additional time to consider 
them on the question of approval or 
veto. 

The two bills have been in the ex- 
ecutive department for one week, but 
Mr. Curley has been In Florida on a 
vacation. Refu.sal to recall the bills 
would have resulted in their automatic 
approval unless vetoed by Lt.-Gov. 
Joseph L. Hurley, who has all the au- 
thority of the Governor In his capacity 
as acting Governor. 
Senator Langone said: 
"1 don't believe it is fair to the five 
police officials affected by these bills 
; to recall them again. They have been 
■ recalled once. The security of these 
men Is in jeopardy. They are now men- 
aced with demotion to the rank of 
captain. 

"The Governor is not in 'the state.i 
but the Lieutenant-Governor Is here.| 
There is no necessity for all this jock- 
eying. 'We are merely playing ball with] 
the police commissioner, who was dis-| 
charged for inefficiency by a Bosto: 
newspaper. If he was not sufficiently] 
efficient for that newspaper he is not| 
efficient enough to be police commis- 
.sioner of Boston. I'm not against 
Curlcy. I'm against McSweeney." 

Langone then launched an attack 
ag ■ t the Governor for having en- 
gaged a convicted perjurer on his sec- 
retarial staff. 

Senator Prank Hurley of Holyoke 
raised a pomt of order against Lan- 
gone, charging that he was not speak- 
ing to the question. He also objected 
to Langone's alleged discourtesy to the 
Governor in referring to him as "Cur- 
ley." Parliamentary language, Hurley 
declared, demanded that any reference 
to Mr. Curley be preceded by the title, 
"His excellency, the Governor." 

Langone interrupted this objection 
with the loudly voiced observation that 
"I have a candidate ready to run against 
you next year, Hurley, and she'll beat 
your head oS with my help." 

Admonished by President James G. 
Morau to confine himself to a discussion 
of the bill, Langone resxmied with a 
discussion of the type and characters 
of ihe men appointed to office by the 
Governor. Continuing, he said, in part: 
"I'm not opposed to Curley. I'm not 
opposed to any one. I'm an independent 
voter. I'm not controlled by gas and 
electric companies. I contend it's im- 
proper to recall these bills at this 
time. I'm merely expre-ssing my opin- 
ion. If the bills are recalled I'll have 
additional opportunity to drag in more 
trash. I have more. Yes, when they 
charge $100 to get a taxicab stand inl 
my district it's bad. If V.-ey want morel 
trash I'll accommodate them." 

Senator Joseph C. 'Whit-e of Jamaica 
Plain, retailing his opposition to the 
Governor in last year's primary cam- 
paig::. demanded that the attack 
against McSweeney cease. He vigor- 
ously defended the police commissioner 
as a competent official. 

$5000 STATE JOB 

Recognized once more, Langone 
charged 'White with entering the de- 
bate only because he has a $5000 state 
job from which he could be fired by 
the Governor. 

"I have no job that Curley can give 
me" said Langone. "I don't blame the 
senator to defend McSweeney. He lives 
in his district." 

Hurley again Interrupted with ob- 
jections against Langone's discussion,

■Hurley next year. 

Hurley demanded the floor on a point 
of personal privilege. He proceded to 
voice objections to Langone's alleged 
Insults when he was interrupted by Sen- 
ator ■William S. Conroy of Fall River, 
whose point of order charged Hurley 
with abusing the right of personal 
privilege granted him. 

The threatened uproar finally sub- 
sided when President Moran directed 
iLangone to be seated.

The Rev. Patrick J. Waters, pastor 
of St. Brigld's Church at City Point, 
revealed that he went to the Racing 
Board after hearing a rumor that a li- 
cense was to be granted in South Bn8- 
ton.

Cliicf Justice Arthur P. Rugg, on 
behalf of the full bench of the 'su- 
preme Court, yesterday handed down 
an opinion to the effect that .ludge 
Jacob J. Kaplan i^ not the chairman 
of the Finance Commission, but that 
E. Mark Sullivan is. 

WIDE POWERS 

The controversy arose with the in- 
auguration ot Governor Curiev He 
designated Mr. Sullivan as chairman of 
the commission at the statutory salarv 
of $.000 a .vear for the remainder of I 
term of five years, ending Julv 17 I3ss 

Judge Kaplan had been appointed bv 
former Governor Ely for the remaindeV 
ot a five-year term ending Aug. is 1935 
and was designated to be the chaii^man: 

the court holds that members of the 
commission are appointees to a public 
office but that selection of the chair- 
man 1.= a designation, not a distinct and 
separate public office, and that in as 
much as wide powers are given to the 
Governor, alone, in the selection, there 
Is implied power in the Governor to re- 
move the chairman and designate some- 
one else. 

Not Separate 

"The relevant terme of the statute 
reveal no legislative intention to create 
the office of chairman of the commis- 
sion as separate and distinct from the 
office of member of the commission," 
the opinion reads. 

•■One who has been designated as 
chairman manifestly would cease to be 
chairman when, for anv reason, he was 
no longer a member of the commission 
One designated as chairman might re- 
sign as such without affecting his mem- 
bership of the commission. The salary 
paid to the chairman indicates that he 
must contribute more to the work re- 
quired of the commission than the other 
members who receive no compensa- 
tion. ... 

No Cause Required 

"The nature and Importance of the 
duties imposed on the commiss-ion de- 
note that all its members are public 
officers. The circumstance that the 
chairman receives a fixed annual salarv 
does not place him on any dilTeren't 
footing frum his asaociates in this re- 
spect, although in other conditions it 
might be entitled to weight. . 

"Being already appointed and com- 
missioned as a member of the Finance 
Commission the petitioner was desig- 
nated to the performance of the duties 
of chairman. He has not been removed 
from any office to which he was ap- 
pointed by the Governor. A designation 
'o special duties as chairman has been 
brought to an end. Xo specification of 
■ause for such action was required, 
mce it did not constitute removal from 
1 public office. 

Hearing Not Necessary 

"The desigimtion of the respondent ss 
•hairman had the effect of bringing to 

'1 end the prior designation ot the 

^-titioner. 

■The power of the Governor to desig- 
nate the chairman is conferred in gen- 
'.ral terms and without special or im- 
plied restrictions. In these circum- 
stances, power In the Governor to 
terminate a designation previouslv 
made is implied. This conclusion is 
reached as a matter of statutory in- 
terpretation. It appears to be necessary 
in order to give effect to the words ' 
used and to the legislative intent ex- 
pressed by them. . . .

granting a license in Methuen. 

Hennessey last night admitted ap- 
pearing before the commission In ref- 
erence to a dog track licen.se In Essex 
county but explained that he had

county or the state. 

"I didn't go to the front for any 
particular group," Henne,<sey said, 
"I had heard that those who applied 
for a liceiL-e for a track in Metluien 
were to be backed by capital from 
Florida and I also realized that Me- 
thuen had votec against having dogs.

DELAYED ACTION 

Gov. Cnrly has tackled a prnbloin that should 
liave been acted upon j-ears ago, when the tex- 
tile Industry first began to migrate to the 
South; before Jlanufacturers' Row grew to be 
a hundred miles long on the main route to the 
South. The Governor is nothing if not aggres- 
sive. He has rushed to "Washington accompa- 
nied bj several reprcsentativves of strong tex- 
tile interests of Now England, lined up the 
New England members of Congres.s and under 
hi.si leadership demand is being made that 
something be done to save what is left of the 
New England textile industry. 

Reports of liquidation of plants throughout 
this state and in Rhode Island are common- 
place. These are plants that have been in some 
instances the ma.jor market for labor in com- 
munities; in others an appreciable proportion. 
Textile employes in mills in this section have 
dropped from a total in 1023 of 163,000 to 66,- 
000 in 1933. Those that have continued in the 
industry have moved South. They were obliged 
to if they were to ogtain work with which they 
were familiar. Naturally they were obliged to 
take a cut in wages. In addition to the lower 
cost of production down South the steady ad- 
vance of Japan in the production of cotton 
textiles has carried it to the second largest fac- 
lory industry in Ihnt eountr_v where hours of 
labor are far longer and pay materially less. 

The situation has been developing for two 
or more decades and no one undertook to do 
anything about it that attracted any attention 
until the Governor gathered his cohorts and 
started something. Too bad it couldn't have 
been done 20 years ago.— -Gnrdncr News.

BOSTON, March 4.— Launching 
a furious attack on two of Gover- 
nor Curley'e appointees, in which 
he charged that one of them was 
arrested in 1928 and served a year's 
sentence. Senator .Joseph A. Lan- 
gonc of Boston was eventually to 
take his seat on order of President 
James G. Moran thi.s afternoon. 

Before Langone had finished his 
attack not only nn two appointees, 
Police Commissioner pjUgene Mc- 
Sweeney and Frank L. Kane, in 
charge of the Governor's employ- 
ment office, two Senators joined 
battle with him. 

In the debate, which started over 
the recall of bills dealing with civil 
service for the Boston police super- 
intendent and four deputies, Sen- 
ator Langone made characteristic 
charges against McSweeney and 
Kane and charged Maurice Tobin, 
a Boston school committee man, 
sponsored Kane. Langone referred 
to Tobin as "the Rudy Vallee of 
Boston." 

Break With Curley Seen 

The squabble, construed by 
many as evidence of the predicted 
break between Governor Curley 
and Langone, began when Senator 
James C, Scanlan of Somervllle, 
Democratic floor leader, moved re- 
call of the :^oston police bills so 
that the Governor, who is on a va- 
cation in Florida, might have more 
time to act on them. The recall 
vcted today will give the Govemoi 
an additional five days to sign oi 
disapprove them. 

It is the understanding that ht 
would probably veto the bills, feel 
ing that Commissioner McSweeney 
recently named, should have a 
free hand in the matter of re- 
sponsibility and appointments 
Langone has been generally re- 
ported as anxiou.s- to have the billt 
passed, notwithstanding the Gov- 
ernor's attitude. 

As Langone attacked the men 
named, Senator Frank L. Hurley 
raised a point of order that Lan- 
gone was not speaking on the sub- 
ject. President Moran sustained 
the point of order. 

McSweeney Defended 

Police Commissioner McSweeney 
was defended by Senator Joseph 
C. White of Jamaica Plain. 

Ordered to his seat again, Sen- 
ator Langone sat down. Senator 
Hurley said the Senate was "still 
an honorable body" and that he 
resented statements made during 
the afternoon. 

Senator Conroy pleaded that the 
bickering atop and the vote return- 
ing the bills to the Governor was 
finally taken.

BOSTON, March 4. — Launching 
a furious attack on two of Gover- 
nor Curley 'a appointees, in which 
he charged that one of them was 
arrested in 1928 and served a year's 
sentence. Senator Joseph A. Lan- 
gone of Boston was eventually to 
take his scat on order of President 
James G. Moran this afternoon. 

Before Langone had finished his 
attack not only on two appointees, 
Police Commis.sioner Eugene Mc- 
Svv'e^ney and Frank L. Kane, in 
charge of the Governor's employ- '■ 
ment office, two Senators joined 
battle with him. 

In the debate, which started over 
the recall of hills dealing with civil 
service for the Boston police super- 
intendent and four deputies, Sen- 
ator Langone made characteristic 
charges against McSweeney and 
Kane and charged Maurice Tobin, 
a Boston school committee man, 
sponsored Kane. Langone referred 
to Tobin as "the Rudy Vallee of 
Boston." 

Break Wltji Curley Seen 

The squabble, construed by 
many as evidence of the predicted 
break between Governor Curley 
and Langone, began when Senator 
James C. Scania n of SomerviUe, 
Democratic floor leader, moved re- 
call of the :^oston police bills so 
that the Governor, who is on a va- 
cation in Florida, might have more 
time to act on them. The recall 
voted today will give the Governor 
an additional five days to sign oi 
disapprove them. 

It is the understanding that he

The proposed plan for the creation of a court of industrial relations 
to take over the duties of the present state board of conciliation and 
arbitration to settle troubles In the shoe Industry, was stoutly opposed yes- 
terday by Jean Bellefeuille, representing the United Shoe and Leather 
Workers Union of Lowell. Bellefeuille was one of the labor leaders who 
appeared at another hearing conducted by the Governor's special committee 
to study shoe manufacturing problems in Massachusetts. 



Opposing the establishment of any 
sort of judiciary tribunal, Bellefeuille 
said it was his opinion that if a "fact 
finding bureau" were set up by the 
federal government, data could be ob- 
tained which would be of great value 
in determining wages which should be 
paid to shoe workers. 

After conducting Its all-day hearing 
on proposed racing bills, members of 
the committee on legal affairs adjourned 
to the Copley-Plaza last night to have 
dinner and give due consideration to 
a number of pieces of legislation. 

The annual approprlatloft bill, better 
known as the budget, probably will be 
reported into the House Friday. The 
ways and means committee, which has 
been conducting hearings on the budget 
for more than a months has practically 
completed lis work.

SENATOR DONOVAN 
CHIDES COLLEAGUES 



Two hours of bitter quarrelling and 
Indulgence in personalities, dming which 
the air wbjs filled with cries of "liar" 
and reHections on courage, drove a 
crowd of proponents and opponents of 
12 racing bUls in disgust from a hear- 
ing before the legislative committee on ', 
legal affairs in the Gardner auditorium 
at the State House yesterday. 

The even tenor of the hearing was 
broken midway through the session 
when Conrad W. Crooker, an attorney, 
appeared in support of a bill ordering an 
Investigation of the appointment of the 
state racing commission. 

Within a short time, the skirmishing 
between Crooker and the committee be- 
came more acrimonious than that be- 
tween Crooker and former Gov. Ely last 
December at the time of the public 
hearing on the three men appointed to 
the commission. 

DONOVAN APOLOGIZES 
So bitter did the committee become 
in its exchange of personalities with 
Crooker that one of its members. Sena- 
tor John F, Donovan of Chelsea, apolo- 
gized for his colleagues, calling their 
action "unwise, undemocratic and un- 
American." 

"You ought to be ashamed of your- 
selves," shouted one woman at the 
legislators as she and scores of others 
aro6e to leave the hearing. "You're 
just like Langone and some of the 
others." 

The woman gave her name as Mary 
Kelley of Stoneham and said she had 
been following legislative affairs for 40 
years without ever seeing such an e.xni- 
bition by a committee.

"Many responsible people have said 
some very grievous things about racing 
since the law was pa-ssed and I want 
you to appoint a special commission to 
investigate It," Crooker told the com 
mittee. 

"You want us to entertain a blanket 
allegation of fraud against the whole 
Legislature and the executive depart- 
ment of this commonwealth?" asked 
Representative Richard Comerford of 
Leominster. 

Senator Putnam warned Crooker that 
unless he gave facts, he would not be 
allowed to talk. 

"Give me 15 minutes and I'll develop 
my whole case to your satisfaction," 
Crooker told the chair. "Unless some- 
thing is done by your committee, you 
will see no pari-mutuel betting in 
Massachusetts in 1935. There are 
subtle interests outside of our state try- 
ing to prevent the carrying out of this 
system. 

"There will be no racing in Itassa- 
chusets because that magician^n sports, 
Walter O'Hara, does not.wjmt it.

as 20 speeches said the Legislature was 
for sale to any racing interest," Crooker 
continued. Asked if he believed that, 
Crooker said he believed that Tucker- 
m.an had made the statement, but said 
he didn't know whether he believed It 
was true or not. 

"That commission was no sooner ap- 
pointed." Crooker said, "than it was 
brought out that it was intimately af- 
filiated with Walter O'Hara." 

"What associations?" he was asked. 

"Well, to begin with," Crooker re- 
plied, "we'll take Charles F. Connors. 
Connors was intimately associated with 
O'Hara and so was his whole family 
for 20 years.

"When the commission was ap- 
pointed" he said, "Mr. Tuckerman dis- 
tinctly said: 'they stink; they are 
O'Hara men.' Tuckerman was the most 
active horseman in the state. I believe 
he would have made a very excellent 
commissioner.

"While those hearings were on, Gov. 
HHy came to me and said: "crooker, 
what do you want? Who do you want 
on the commission?' I told him that 1 
only wanted an efficient commission." 

Asked what he tliought of Gen. Cole, 
chairman of the commission, who has 
tendered his resignation to Gov. Cur- 
ley, Crooker said: "He's an admirable 
character, but he knows absolutely no- 
tliing about racing." 

Crooker mentioned Allan Wilson as 
a man who he thought was 100 per 
cent, honest and who would make an 
ideal and efficient chairman of the 
state racing commission. "They would 
not have to go to Florida to find out 
what racing was all about," he said. 

"The very act of the commission In 
placing dog tracks beneath hospitals 
and old ladles' homes Is indicative of 
their incompetence. In addition, they 
have fallen under the Influence of Mar- 
tin Hays, counsel for the Cambridge 
track, and Bottomly, counsel for the 
South Boston one."

Legislature in an attempt to defeat the 
horse racing legislation, Crooker re- 
plied: "O'Hara doesn't work that way. 
He was depending on his friend Joe 
Ety for a veto. 

"Get Bayard Tuckerman to tell you 
the name of the legislator who ap- 
proached him and said the racing oill 
could be put through for $50,000," 
Crooker told the committee. 

Again Senator Burke told Crooker 
that he didn't have the courage to 
reveal the Identity of the legislator. 
The witness promptly named a Boston 
legislator and asked the committee If 
It was a "coincidence" that the same 
legislator made the motion which de- 
feated the racing bill In 1933." 

Three times Crooker told the com- 
mittee how he had received information 
that the legislator had, as he charged, 
approached Tuckerman. He said num- 
erous people, including a new.spaper- 
man, had told lilm that Tuckerman 
had told them that the legislator had 
approached him. 

Again Burke shouted that Crooker 
did not have the courage to name thoss 
to whom Tuckerman had made the 
statement. When Crooker said he 
could not recall who the persons were 
Burke declared that he had lied to the 
committee. 

This Crooker stoutly denied, only to 
have Burke shout, "You are a liar." 

"You have lied to this committee 
and you have been faking your way 
through this hearing," dec&red Burke. 
"You told us a fantastic story in- 
volving officials of our government." 

"Why don't you call Dick Grant In 
here? He Is a public official," said 
Crooker. "See If he's got the guts to 
tell you. Get him in here If he Is not 
fighting with Bodfish." 

Representative Comerford Interrupted 
to call Crooker "the most Intolerable 
mountebank that I have met anywhere." 

"And I say to you that you are the 
most prejudiced member of a legislative 
committee that I have ever appeared 
before," answered Crooker. 

You don't mean anything to me " 
Joined In Biu-ke. 

"And you don't mean anything to 
me," countered Crooker, "but you can 
sit up there and characterize me and 
I can't stand down here and character- 
ize you."

Rangsters for the strife and tumioil 
jhat have prevailed among tlie Govern- 
or's secretaries since Mr. Curlcy's de- 
carture last week for a vacation In 
Florida. 

He said it is significant that the pub- 
lication of tlie details of his contro- 
versy with Assistant Secretary William 
A Bodtlsh came in the wake of the 
Governor's recent declaration of war 
on crime and gangsterism and his ap- 
pointment of Police Commissioner Eu- 
gene M. McSweeney. 

CURLEY MAY FLY HOME 

Although no announcement came 
from the executive department yester- 
day, it was indicated in other quarters 
that Gov. Curley would leave Palm 
Beach by airplane some time today on 
a flight to Boston with a brief stop 
at Washington. Unless these plans are 
revised, the Governor will be back at 
the State House tomorrow. 

Assiilant Secretary Bodflsh, partly 
ipcovcred from the attack on him Sun- 
day night outside the State House, 
was l>ack at his desk yesterday, A 
dentist 'lad done some repair work to 
hLt teeth, four of which were knocked 
out by the unidentified gang. 

Grant's explanation of the recent 
difficulties follows in part: 

I pre.sume that your mind.? may 
b« in some confusion with respect to 
the steady ,<!tream of attacks directed 
at the Governor's office during the 
pa«t week, while his excellency has 
been attcmptlnR t.o obtain a much- 
needed rest from his long months of 
arduous activity.

Board. 

Crooker, in his turn, told one 
member of the committee to his 
face that he was "prejudiced," 
charged that Walter O'Hara, Rhode 
Island racetrack promoter "con- 
trols the Massachusetts racing 
oflficials and will block the opera- 
ion of any tracks in this State in 
1935, and then made a third-hand 
accusation against a member of the 



House. 

Storm of Objection 

The latter charge, which brought 
down on Crooker a storm of ques- 
tionmg and objection from commit- 
tee member.^ was to the efTect that 
the legislator had informed Bayard i 
Tuckerman, noted horseman and I 
track official, that the legislation I 
permitting hor.se racing in Massachu- 
setts could be killed in the 1933 
legislature on payment of $50,000 

Crooker refused to tell the com- 
mittee where he had learned of the 
alleged act of the Representative ex- 
cept to deny that he had heard it 
from Tuckerman. A number of per- 
sons had mentioned it to him, 
Crooker declared, among them a' 
newspaperman, who he would not 
identify. 

Richard D. Grant, secretary t o Gov 
Cu rley, was quoted by CrooKei' ' as 
aufnonty for the statement that the 
race situation in Massachusetts is 
dominated by outside influences led 
by Walter O'Hara, whom Crooker 
characterized as "the magician of 
sport."

O'Brien described an earlier ap- 
pearance of Coyne before the com- 
mittee as. an "outburst of buffoonery," 
and charged that he worked for 
Tuckerman up to recently, and that 
he had seen him at Tuckerman's of- 
fice. 

"There was one thing in Coyne's 
mind,"^ said O'Brien, "namely, that 
all horsemen are oppo.sed to dog rac- 
ing because it is fair, clean and hon- 
est. The people are ribbed up to 
think it is a menace, but the real 
menace comes from the bookies. 
There's only one form of betting 
that's dishonest and that is the book." 
O'Brien was applauded when he 
said that racing dogs get better care 
than 80 percent of the children in the 
country and that racing belongs in 
the country and not in cities.

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] POLICE INQUIRY 
I RESULTOF RAID 

Elaborate Race Gaming 
Resort Open for Year 



An inquiry into police behavior 
during the last year in office of Ex- 
Police Commissioner Hultman in 
connection with an elaborate race* 
horse gambling resort raided yester- 
day was begun last night by Supt of 
Police Martin H. King after a con- 
ference with Commissioner Mc- 
Sweeney. 

The resort closed was situated in 
the building at 38 Chauncy st. Lieut 
James J. Hinchey, who conducted the 
raid, declared it the most completely 
equipped place yet raided in the po- 
lice drive against gambling. He esti- 
mated the value of equipment seized 
at $10,000. 

It was learned that police discov- 
ered in their investigations prior to 
'the raid that the place opened more 
than a year ago while Commissioner 
Hultman was in office. Following th« 
raid, Supt King conferred with Com- 
, missioner McSweeney and it becam* 
1 known that the commissioner wanted 
to know how the place had been able 
to run so long without police inter- 
ference. 



Outcome of Monday Raid 

The raid, which occurred yesterday 
morning, was an outcome of a raid in 
the same building Monday when 
Lieut Hinchey's squad seized 100 
horseplay slips and two telephones 
and arrested eight men in a smair 
office on the third floor of the build- 
ing. 

Yesterday's raid caused particular 
Interest because of the impending 
proceedings looking for the removal 
of Mr Hultman from his present 
position as Chairman of the Metro- 
politan District Commission. It is 
well-known in political circles that 
Hultman Intends to fight Gov Curley's 
I announced intention to ren«MwMM**~ 
'■ In connection with the Hultman 
removal proceedings, it was learned 
yesterday that a meeting had been 
quietly planned for police captains 
j friendly to Hultman when he was 
head of the police to meet him for 
a talk on the subject of the re- 
moval proceedings. 

One high official hastened to inform 
an Inquiring reporter he was not 
going to attend. "I have another en- 
gagement," he said. Later it was 
learned the plan for the meeting had 
been abandoned, at least for the time 
being. 



Police Answer Telephones 

Immediately following the Monday 
raid in the Chauncy-st building, 
Lieut Hinchey and special officers 
Arthur Eunson, George Drowns and 
William Maguire walked into the 
place they raided yesterday. The 
place had been vacated by its occu- 
pants when Lieut Hinchey raided the 
other office. 

Lieut Hinchey reported that he had 
his men answer scores of telephone 
calls until well after 9 o'clocK, all 
of them from persons wanting to 
place bets oh Tuesday's racing or 
to learn the results of the Western 
races which ,came in on one of the | 
telephones shortly after 8 o'clock. 

As a result, Lieut Hinchey left a I 
guard in the place and returned with 
his men about 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Meanwhile, he had secured 
a warrant. At 9 o'clock he seized 
the equipment and arrested two men 
who came in shortly after 8 o'clock. 
The two taken into cu-^tody gave 
their names as Ralph Woodman, 26. 
of Park St, Brookline, and Albert 
Harrish, 27, of Humboldt av, Rox- 
bury. Both were arraigned in Mu- 
nicipal Court before Jtidge Michael 
J. Murray. The cases were continued 
until March 11. 

Lieut Hinchey's men seized eight 
telephones and a complicated switch- 
board apparatus so designed that 
many incoming call- could be handled 
at one time. All the telephones and 
switchboard apparatus and their wir- 
ing were taken to Police Headquar- 
ters. 

Lieut Hinchey said the new policy 
of the department is to confiscate all 
telephone appartus if it is found to 
be used in betting, and not to return 
it to the telephone company unless 
police are .so directed by the court. 
The squad seized the furniture in 
(he three room.s. The front room. 
Lieut Hinchey said, was fixed up as 
it it were an ordinary business ni- 
nce. In the two rooms in the rear 
of it, he said, he found the telephones 
and in these, apparently, the work 
of taking bets and giving out lacing 
information went on. 

Also appearing in court yesterday 
were the eight men whom police ar- 
rested in the Monday raid on the 
Chauncy-st building. Their cases 
Hfcre also continaed unt;i March 11. 
Police questioned rental managers 
of the building in an attompt to 
earn who the real backers of thr? 
jlace were. This they could not 
earn yesterday, but Supt King's in- 
vestjgaUcn is to move along this line 
and also to attempt to learn how the 
place ran so long without attention 
from the police. 
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I VACATION TRIP 

Plans to Fly Here From 
Miami, Fla 
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Cutting short his vacation trip in 
Florida, Gov Curley will leave Palm 
Beach early this morning and board 
a plane in Miami at 10 o'clock to 
fly Northward for New York and 
Boston, planning to arrive home early 
Ihi.s evening. 

The decision 1o make the quick 
trip home, rpade yesterday by the 
Gox'prnor. resulted in abandonment 
of hi's plan.s to fly to Havana and 
then proceed leisurely homeward, 
.stopping at Washington, and arriv- 
ing cither late tomorrow night or 
Friday morning. 

The Governor continued to treat 
the secretarial dispute in hi.s office 
with humor and Adjt Gen William 
I. Rose, who is with him, stated that 
his early departure ha.» no connec- 
tion with conditions at the State 
House. 

The impression was given, instead 
that important issues had arisen de- 
manding his immediate attention 
One of the first matters he niusi 
settle, however, is the controversy 
among his secretaries, and it was 
generally believed that he had de- 
cided to return and slop the an- 
nouncements that have hern rman. 
ating from his office during his ab- 
sence. 

Sec Grant Not Informed 

"The plan to return torriorrow 
hasn't any bearing on the trouble at 
the State House." Gen Rose insisted. 
"We had planned to fly back any- 
way and the Governor was waiting 
only to determine whether he would 
go to Cuba. You know he regards 
the trouble between the secretaries 
as a trivial matter." 

Gen Rose and Maj Joseph Timilty 
will accompany the Governor by 
plane, and tlie remainder of his parly, 
including the two State officers will 
bring the official State car to Boston 
over the road. 

Despite the announcement from 
Florida, apparently no word was sent 
to his secretary, Richard D. Grant, 
who announced last night that the 
Governor did not intend to return 
until either tomorrow or Friday. 

The Governor and his party en- 
joyed their last day of diversion in 
Palm Beach yesterday, ending an 
eight-day vacation wilh rounds of 
golf, swimming, and sun bathing. 

Gov Curley told his Soutlicrn 
friends he was disappointed in not 
having an opportimity to go sail- 
fishing in the water of the Gulf 
Stream oft Peak Beach, but added 
"We'll get them next time."

Promoters Would Quit 

"It the promoters ot horse and doB 
racing had to turn over 100 per cent 
of their profits to charitable institu- 
tions, there would be no promoters," 
he said, drawing a round of applause 
from the crowd. 

Opposition to the charity bill was 
recorded by Attorney Joesph L. Kap- 
lan, representing an organization known 
at the Massachusetts Pari-Mutuel 
Charitable Association, which he said 
favored turning over only the net pro- 
ceeds from horse racing to charity. 
However, he said, the corporation was 
opposed to dog racing, and also op- 
posed to any idea of the goverument 
soing into private business.

chart he exemplified the various 
steps a petition passes through be- 
fore it reaches the Governors desk 
for his signature.

Because of an inalienable right 
of every citizen to bring a petition 
before the Legislature, when they 
feel they have cause for grievance, 
it often results in the cluttering up 
of many impractical bills, which is 
an added exijense to the Common- 
wealth. , 
The speaker cited an example 
whereby a bill has been presented 
by a petitioner, year after year, 
without success, to socialize the 
medical field. It has cost the state 
$2400 to print the voluminous ma- 
terial each year it has been filed. 
Statistics show a 50 percent in- 
crease in legislative matters this 
year over last year's figure. 

Definite indication of the bank 
closure on March 6, 1933 was fore- 
seen by the legislature, which had 
resorted to every precaution to pre- 
vent any chaos which might have 
arisen during that period.

'■ BOSTON, March 6— (AP) The sound

Originally held to obtain the public 
views on 12 proposed changes In the 
present statutes on horse and dog 
racing, the hearing developed in the 
afternoon Into a series of vituperative 
exchanges between Conrad Crool^er, 
Boston lawyer, and Senator Thomas 
Burke of Boston, a member of the 
Legal Affairs Committee holding the 
hearing. 

Crooker, who represented original 
petitioners for legislation permitting 
racing In Massachusetts, appeared to- 
day to urge favorable action on a re- 
solve seeking the appointmerit of a 
commission to investigate the enact- 
ment of the racing bill and the ap- 
pointment of the racing commis.sion. 

Crooker ran into difficulties Immedi- 
ately with the committee with the 
charge that "outside Interests were In 
complete control of the situation" and 
of the racing commission. He gave 
his authority for this charge as both 
Richard D. Grant, the Governor's 
secretary, and a member of the 
Executive Council, whom he declined 
to name. 

Pressed by Senator Burke to name 
the councilor, Crooker said he would 
do so in executive session but not at 
a public hearing. Replied Senator 
Burke: 

"You haven't got the courage, the 
guts, to give the name." 

"Is the gentleman calling me a Uar?" 
Inquired Crooker. 

"You haven't got the courage. 
Tou're hiding something," said the 
Senator. "You're white around the 
gills now. Y'ou're afraid to give the 
name." 

Series of Shouts. 

Interrogation of Crooker by com- 
mittee members yvas carried on In a 
series of shouts. After this exchange. 
Crooker launched a furious attaclt on 
Rep. Francis X. Coyne of Boston, who 
had appeared earlier to urge action on 
his bill to reduce from 200 to 100 the 
number of nights on which dog racing 
might be operated in the State. 

A spectator shouted: "Make him 
lay oft Coyne !" 

"He didn't lay off mo," Crooker 
yelled back, while Senator Harry B. 
Putnam of Westfield, committee chair- 
man, pounded fruitlessly for order. 

Crooker quoted the Governor's sec- 

•tary as saying the commission was 
"owned body and soul by Waller E. 
O'Hara." O'Hara Is the owner of the 
Narragansett (R. I.) race track, and 
head of numerous industries. Two 
members of the commission, Crooker 
declared, were "Intimately associated 
with that man O'Hara," and said that 
in his opinion the comml."!sion was 
"utterly Incompetent." O'Hara has 
denied many times that he had any 
personal Interest in Mas.sachusetts 
racing laws or the racing commission. 

The lawyer next quoted Bayard 
Tuckerman. prominent North Shore 
sportsman, as saying of the commis- 



sion, "they stink." He then reported 
that Levertt Saltonstall, Speaker of 
the House, had declared to him "I 
won't let that bill come out," a refer- 
ence Crooker said was to his bill to 
require public hearings before licenses 
for race tracks were granted. 

Crooker then was asked by the 
committee If he knew if O'Hara had 
approached members of the LegislA,- 
ture In an attempt to defeat the horse 
racing legislation. 

Mentions Ely.

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Foes of Racing Will Shift 
Campaign to Legislature. 

The emphasis of the campaign 
against dog-racing in Hampden County 
will be shifted from the Kacin»( Com- 
mission to the Legislature, it was in- 
dicated last night by Rev. Arthur 
Keimei of West Springfield, who re- 
tui-ned from a hearing in Boston 
>e.'5terday before the Legal .Affairs 
Committee on 13 bills to amend the 
racing law. 

He urged that citizens of this region 
write immediately to their state sena- 
tors and representatives urging enact- 
ment of the bill introduced by Rep.
